Nelson’s tenure goes to appeals board

An extensive campaigr supporting 
Robert Nelson's efforts to icceive tenure 
in the Chemistry department has been 
initiated this week. The efforts of the

Retention of Robert 
Nelson have resulted in dotting the 
campus with flyers denouncing the 
reasons and motives of the Chemistry 
department denial of tenure, while 
petitions supporting Nelson are being 
circulated on campus. 

The efforts have come to a head this 
week because the issue itself may be 
nearing its conclusion. Next Tuesday a 
three-member faculty review panel will 
hear Nelson’s appeal of the department’s 
adverse decision. No one is making 
predictions as to how their decision will 
hold out. Although it is true that the 
panel's decision to heir oral testimony by 
Nelson and a representative of the 
department is a favorable one, (they 
could have decided solely on the merits 
of his file) it does not preclude an adverse 
decision by the panel 

Under the grievance procedures if the 
review panel upholds the department's

decision, Nelson may appeal to President 
Hyink. It is normally the case, however, 
that the president will, unless 
extraordinary circumstances exist, 
support the findings of the review panel 
Should this occur, Nelson’s only recourse 
is to appeal directly to the Chancellor's 


office. 

For the present, however, 
contemplating only as far ahead as the 
appeals hearing on Tuesday. Meanwhile, 
many of his students are combining their 
efforts to show the committee that he has 
the full support of his students 

The issue arose last semester when the 
department denied Nelson tenure on 
grounds the students label as personal 
dislike professional! jealousy. This seems 
particularly so, they add in lhght of the 
fact that the department had 
recommended Nelson for promotion just 
the previous semeste! 

The department, however, feels it has a 
legitimate case against Nelson, explaining 
in part, that he is incompatible with the 
other members of the department, or at 
least a majority of them, and that he has 
allowed equipment violations to occur by 
his students. Nelson’s students quickly 
counter those accusations, however 


Nelson is 


Under what rationale, they ask, is 
complete compatibility a ground for 
tenure? They point out that at no time 
has it ever been charged that Nelson has 
been hostile towards other members of 
the department nor has he failed to assist 
any other professor who has requested his 
help. The charge of incompatibility, they 
comment, is a false one if for no other 
reason than that it is too nebulous an 
accusation. Compatibility they say is a 
two way street. While it is true, they 
admit, that Nelson has not often actively 
sought out the other members of his 
department, it is also true that they have, 
with only a few exceptions, not 
attempted to establish a working 
relationship with him either. Meanwhile, 
they add, any student or professor who 
requests Nelson's assistance, gets that 
assistance. It is absurd, the students point 
out, that a professor should have to be 
completely in step with his colleagues to 
receive tenure. Such a policy would 
merely create a singleness in the 
department, a stereotyped faculty lacking 
in human variety. This is not the case in 
any other department on campus where 
differences in human types are assumed 
as a fiatural phenomena. It is a 
contradiction, they say, to constantly 
reject the stereotyped image most people 
project of the chemistry department and 
then fulfill that image by denying tenure 
to someone merely because he does not 
fit into that stereotype 

As for the charge of eguipment 
violations, the students complain that 
most of them are peity incidents (one for 
example is that a recorder pen was 
broken on a recorder machine, 
cost approximately $12.) and all were 
remedied as they arose (Nelson and his 
students have since been responsible for 
donations of approximately 20 such pens 
to the department.) Thus, the students 
complain, the department is charging 
Nelson with violations that he corrected

immediately as they were brought to his 
attention. 

In addition, the students add, the 
violations were not made by Nelson 
himself but by his students. Nelson is 
being held responsible for all their 
actions. Although it is true, they admit, 
that to some extent Nelson is responsible 
for his students’ actions, it is ridiculous to 
assume that he can keep a 100% 
surveillance on their activities. The 
violations, while they have occurred, have 
been few in number and were corrected 
at the time 

The main charge against the 
department’s decision, however, is that 
the decision was based on what are 
viewed as weak charges without regard to 
the many positive aspects of Nelson’s 
affiliation with the department. These 
include over $58,000 in grants and 
$250,000 of equipment donated for the 
department’s use. In addition to the 
financial benefits he has brought, 
Nelson’s research and publication record 
is more than outstanding. 

In a department noted for not fostering 
close student-teacher relationships, 
except in a professional sense, Nelson is 
the white sheep of the flock. His student 
contact is extremely high as is the student 
opinion of him. In the instructor 
evaluations conducted by the department 
last semester, Nelson rated good-excellent 
in all categories by at least 90% of his 
students. A question on whether or not 
they would take another course from his 
rated a 100% response 

Yet regardless of his professional 
qualifications, research and publication 
record, effectiveness of teaching and 
relations with students, all of which the 
department admits are excellent, he has 
been denied tenure 

And the reason, as previously stated, 
boils down to his “imcompatibility.”’ The

The decision to allow the Society for 
Homosexual Freedom to exist on campus 
will remain without the threat of appeal 
from the California State College Board 
of Trustees 


Norman Epstein, head of tne legal 
department in the Chancellor's office, 
said, “We've examined the decision and 
do not feel this is an appropriate case to 
bring before the Court of Appeals <4 

“Appropriateness” is based on purely 
legai implications, explained Epstein as 
well as the time and expense involved in 


an appeal 

The law suit, which was initiated by the 
ASSSC a year ago on behalf of the S.H F 
was filed against the Trustees and 
Sacramento State College. The issue was 
whether or not to allow the recognition 


to homosexual freedom clubs. 

With the decision that was handed down 
by presiding Judge William Gallagher, the 
club won its defense that they were being 
denied the First and Fourteenth 
Amendments. The decision also 
established that the college president does 
not have absolute power over campus 
matters 

The Society for Homosexual Freedom is 
a group of students, both homosexual 
and heterosexual, male and female, whose 
purpose is to “further self-understanding 
among the members, to promote in the 
community better understanding of 
homosexuality, and to facilitate a 
strengthening of social ties between 
homosexuals and heterosexuals.” 

The club is now a legal campus 
organization and has only to abide by the 
ASSSC statutes for clubs and 
organizations before it becomes an active

For 
at stake here is not a tenure fight 
like others throughout the state, 
where the denial is a result of a 
protessor’s political activism 
Nelson is not a politica! activist 
he is, rather, an excellent 
instructor in the opinion of his 
students and moreover an 
instructor who is concerned about 
his students whom he treats as 
equals rather than underlings

The stakes, then, are more 
important than whether a 
professor will have freedom to 
teach as he sees fit without fear of 
political reprisal by the state 
Rather, it is whether he will have 
freedom to build a meaningful 
relationship with his students and 
teach them what they have come 
to learn without the need of 
having to conform to a 
departmental stereotype of what 
the role of an instructor and his 
relationship with colleagues must 
be 

While the decision on a political 
activist may directly affect some, 
the decision on Robert Nelson 
will affect all who presently teach 
or plan to teach.

VERBAL GAMES 


Since Szasz is not referring to mental illness as the process that the 
name implies for most phychoanalysts, thus it seems that he is playing a 
highly scholarly verbal game. In the process of trying to understand the 
process of “mental illness”, the reader is involved in a verbal game 
Szasz seems to indicate (above) that the reader (or the actor in life's 
game) has three choices.

Guest editorial 


Reprinted from the NEW STUDENT 


On November 23, 1970, Gordon Landness, director of plant 
operations at SSC, sent out a memorandum to the plant operations 
personnel. It stated in part that the new Psychology Building is going to 
be ready this coming fall and that he “would appreciate al] personnel 
planning their vacations so that they are available for work during this 
period.” 

Anyone who has ever dealt with a boss knows that a request like 
this is just another way of ordering people not to take their vacations in 
the last half of August of the first half of September 

A memorandum from last spring from a member of the SSC Staff 
Council indicated that the men have a real fear of reprisals if they come 
out publically against Mr. Landsness 

This limitation of vacation options is especially irritating to the 
men in plant operations because they already have restrictions on how. 
much consecutive vacation time they can have off during the summer. 
Now they are being restricted to when they can take their already 
disrupted vacations 

Earlier in the memorandum Landsness explains the ‘reason’ for 
this new decree. He says he wants the men available so thay they can 
move the office furniture and equipment into the new building. Now 
the plant workers are not a bunch of handymen that can be shifted 
from one job to another. Generally they were hired to perform specific 
duties. To expect the workers to switch from groundsmen, machine 
operators and truck and tractor drivers to furniture movers is absurd. 
Moving furniture without injuring the mover or damaging the furniture 
takes a certain amount of training. It has been over twelve weeks since 
this memorandum was handed out and nothing has been said about 
training the men so they can do a safe and efficient job 

But is Mr. Landsness content with restricting vacations and 
assigning workers to jobs that could be dangerous to the v.orkers as 
well as hard on the people’s property. Further analysis of this 
memorandum shows that he isn't. He also expects the men maintain 
their “normal heavy workload” while moving the furniture. At the 
present time Mr. Landsness has given no indication that he plans to hire 
some extra people to handle the increased workload. Mr. Landsness still 
hasn't replaced the men he has been losing through normal attrition. So 
it looks like Gordon is going to try to get the job done by increasing the 
exploitation of the campus workers. That is unless the campus workers 
organize and fight against it 
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Registration foul-up causes 
college and students harm 


One of the most interesting 
themes bandied about by 
administrators during the 
formative years of our college 
education is a heart-rendering 
lament for the lack of 
communication between students 
and the administration. 

The spring semester 
registration foul-up is clearly 
another example of this seemingly 
unbridgeable gap. Previous to 
January's advanced registration a 
preference-card procedure 
initiated by Registrar Jack 
Rooney determined to a large 
degree the contents of the class 
schedule. To a large degree for the 
two semesters during which it was 
used, the preference-card method 
eliminated over-enroiling, 
crowded classrooms, futile 
add/drop periods, impossible 
teacher-student ratios and reams 
of endless paperwork for the 
registrar's office. All that and 
more happened as a result of 
January's attempt at registering 
students. 

METHOD CHANGED 

For whatever reason and 
without regard to the students, 
those most directly involved, the 
preference-card method was 
abandoned at the request of the 
Academic Deans. Their request 
was made to Rooney who had 
misgivings about changing his 
already efficient system back to 
the advanced registration type. 
The rationale behind the Deans 
request was that they were 
attempting to find out what the 
students wanted in the way of 
classes and then with this 
information restructuring of the 
class schedule through add/drop 
procedures would achieve 
maximum class enrollment. This 
rationale is interesting because it 
had been shown earlier that the 
course preference method 
achieved the same results. The 
question then remains why the 
Deans demanded that registration 
procedures be changed. 

Possibly they were reacting 
to pressure from those higher in 
the hierarchy who were concerned 
over Sacramento State's 
under-enroliment on an F.TE. 
(full time equivalent-15 unit base) 
basis for the Fall semester 1970. 
Or maybe they were in 
disagreement with Rooney over 
his registration policies. Or 
possibly, and this is the reason we 
ascribe to, they wished to 
undermine and eliminate the 
student voice in curriculum 
structuring. In essence this 
position & a reaffirmation of 
offering classes on the basis of not 
what the students need, but rather 
on the basis of what the 
professors want to teach. 

EVIDENCE 

A serious charge such as this 
requires some substantiation to 
give it credibility. For this reason 
we make note of the inane way in 
which registration was set up. 
Firstly, registration was held 
immediately after Christmas 
vacation which required the 
student to: a) interrupt his 


vacation during which term papers 
were being completed and the 
holiday festivities demanded most 
of his time in order to return to 
campus and pick up his 
registration materials, b) have 
registration fees available 
following what is usually an 
expensive Christmas in eddition to 
meeting a registration fee increase 
and c) become familiar with 
registration plans without proper 


Secondly, no reasonable 
add/drop procedure was set up to 
handle the overioad of students 
seeking additional classes, 
particularly in view of the fact 
that figures on the advanced 
registration indicating a 
substantial under-enrollment were 
available the Monday following 
registration week. The resuli of 
inadequate add/drop procedures is 
chaos on the class level and in the 
registrar's office where mounds of 
paperwork await to be processed. 

Thirdly, letting the 
departments determine what 
courses they wish to offer has 
resulted in not enough GE. 
(general education) or normal 
undergraduate classes being 
taught. This has lead to an 
increase in 196 classes in all 
departments, thereby sacrificing 
normal teaching loads for smaller 
classes. Resultant overcrowding in 
most classes, particularly because 
of a dictum asking most 
instructors to open their already 
full classes to people who wish to 
add the course, has lead to the 
diminution of teaching quality 
and a feeling of isolation for 
students. The fact that 114 
sections were added and 77 
dropped following the advanced 
registration did little to solve the 
registration crisis. The net gain of 
37 sections is minimal compared 
to what is really needed. 

Currently there are 12,352 
F.T.E. students enrolled and there 
are only seven days left in the 
add/drop period. This figure is 
lower than the projected 13,500 
F.T.E. expected to be attending 
SSC during this spring semester. 
The college will suffer on various 
levels because of this foul-up in 
registration. Not only will the 
number of teachers be thinned 
out because of a low enrollment, 
but the college will lose a portion

of its badget. The real loser 
though is the stud<nt population. 

Due to a superiority complex 
within the administration and 
faculty, student needs have been 
sacrificed. Reducing the student's 
voice in curriculum matters has 
widened the communication gap 
and caused the college 
uncountable damage. Curriculum 
this semester does not reflect 
student needs or wants, 2

surprising development 
considering what role the college 
supposedly is to play in educating 
its students. The loss of our voice 
in curriculum matters is 
important, but tantamount to 
that is the loss of quality 
education at SSC. 
WHO’S AT FAULT 

Where can the blame be 
assessed? That is hard to 
determine. Certainly though, 
numerous individuals must share 
the guilt for jeopardizing any 
mutual agreement that had 
previously existed between 
students and the administration. 
Those people who had a voice in 
the decision to change the course 
preference method to the one 
which resulted in the registration 
mess were the Deans of the 
college, Administrative 
Vice-President Darrell Inabnit, 
Academic Vice-President Norman 
Roth, Director of Admissions 
Duane L. Anderson, Registrar 
Jack Rooney and other members 
of the Task Force on Registration 
Floyd Millinix, Director of 
Academic Administration and 
Hovey Reed, Director of the 
Computer Center. 


Obviously some further 


‘scrutinization and thoughtful 


consideration must be given to the 
registration foul-up. Blame should 
be accepted by the partic 

responsible as constructive 
criticism rather than 
condemnation. 

Jack Rooney has expressed a 
desire to return to the course 
preference system for next fall in 
hopes of eliminating another 
problem of the magnitude we face 
this spring. Because of its obvious 
advantages over the recent 
registration, we hope that it will 
be reinstated. Only then can we 
be sure that education is headed 
in the right direction at this 


college.
